AN ACT relating to rules of the road; to amend sectionE
39-669.26 and 39-6,771, Reissue Revised
Statutes of Nebraska, 1943; to require the use
of safety belts as prescribed; to define a termi
to change a provlsion relating to the point
system; to correct internal references; to
change equipment requirements; to change vrhat
constitutes a violation; to limit enforcementi
to provj.de a penalty and exceptionsi to provide
for the use of certain evidence; and to repeal
the original sections.

Be i.t enacted by the people of the State of Nebraska,
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successive traffic violations, there is hereby provlded a
point system dealing with traffic viotations as disclosed
by the files of the Director of Motor Vehlctes. The
following point system shall be adopted:

(1) Conviction of motor vehicle homicide -- 12
points;

(2) Thj.rd offense drunken drivinq in violation
of any city or village ordinance or of section 39-669.07,
as disclosed by the records of the dj-rector, regardless of
whether the trial court found the same to be a third
offense -- 12 points;

(3) Eailure to stop and render aid as required
under the Iaws of this state in the event of involvement in
a motor vehicle accj.dent resulting in the death or personal
injury of another -- 6 points;

(4) Eailure to stop and render ald as required
under the Iaws of this state or any cLty or vilIage
ordinance ln the event of a motor vehicle accident
resulting in property damaqe if such accj-dent is reported
by the owner or operator wj-thin twelve hours from the ti.me
of the accident -- 4 points, otherwise -- 8 points, and forpurposes of this subdi.vision a telephone call or other
notifi.cation to the appropriate peace officers shal] be
deemed to be a reporti

(5) Drlving a motor vehicle whil-e under the
influence of alcoholic li"quor or any drug or \.rith
ten-hundredths of one per cent or more by weight of alcohol
in body fluids in violation of any city or viIlage
ordinance or of section 39-669.07 -- 6 points,

(6) VlilIfuI reckless driving in violation of any
city or village ordinance or of sectj-on 39-669.03 or
39-669.05 -- 6 points;

(7) Careless driving j.n vj.olation of any city or
village ordinance or of section 39-669 -- 4 polnts;

(8) Negligent driving in violatlon of any city
or village ordinance -- 3 poi.nts;

(9) Reckless drivj.ng in vioLatlon of any clty or
village ordinance or of section 39-669.01 -- 5 points,

(10) Speeding in violation of any city or
village ordinance or of section 39-662, 39-663, or 39-666:(a) Not more than five miles per hour over the speed limit
-- 1 point; (b) more than five mlles per hour but not more
than ten miles per hour over the speed limlt -- 2 points;
(c) more than ten miles per hour over the speed limit -- 3points, except ? PR€V+BEB7 that (i) no points shall be
assessed upon conviction of exceeding by not more than ten
miles per hour the speed limit on any part of the Nati.onal
System of Interstate and Defense HighwaysT ANE PReVIBEB
FURTI{ER7 that and (ii) one point shatl be assessed upon
conviction of exceeding by not more than ten miles per

(11) Eaj.Iure to yle Id to a pedestrian not
resulting in bodily injury to a pedestrian -- 2 points;

(12) Failure to yield to a pedestrian resulting
in bodily injury to a pedestrian -- 4 points; and

operation of motor vehicles by the operator, for which
reports to the Department of Motor Vehicles are requi-red
under sections 39-669.22 and 39-669.23, not including

AII such points shall be assessed against the
driving record of the oPerator as of the date of the
violation for which convj.ction was had. Poj.nts may be
reduced by the department under section 39-669-37.

In aIl cases, the forfeiture of baiI, not
vacated, sha.LI be regarded as equivalent to the conviction
of the offense with which the operator was charged.
